HERE is one truth that, when realized, will 

help you to live harmoniously with others. 

This truth will unlock the vault where 
others keep their love, friendliness, and affection. 
It is so simple that you may have overlooked it. 

It is this: your needs are the same as those of 
others! 

Every person you meet needs and desires love, 
understanding, and appreciation. He responds to 
these things; he often fights, cringes, flares, or 
weeps at their absence. 

“But,” you say, “the people I know don’t seem 
to want or to need my love, appreciation, and 
understanding. Some of them almost make a point 
of telling me they don’t want my friendship. They 
don’t need my appreciation and love.” 

Don't you believe it! Do the flowers need sun- 
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shine and rain? Of course, and the persons around | 
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you need and want your good will and affection 


just as much. 

Fear, a sense of insecurity, or a lack of under- 
standing can sometimes make persons do exactly 
the opposite of what they basically desire. But this 
does not destroy the basic desire. 

The Golden Rule, “As ye would that men 
should do to you, do ye also to them likewise,” 
is based on this same truth, that the basic desires 
and needs of the other fellow are the same as 
your own. When you realize that even as you de- 
sire love and understanding, so does the other fel- 
low, you will have found the open-sesame to all 
the friendships you can possibly desire. You can 
put loneliness and its kindred evils to rout, never- 
more to return. 

Making and keeping friends requires specific 
thought and effort. The failure to understand this 
fact probably accounts for many of the thousands 
of lonely and desolate persons in the world. 
Friendship often is thought of as a sort of mys- 
terious, ethereal thing that flies in and out the 
window at its own choosing. Probably the hun- 
dreds and thousands of poems and essays on 
friendship, some of them grossly sentimental and 
little else, are responsible for this view. 

Friendship is based on common interest, mutual 
understanding, and genuine personal affection. 
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But these are only the favoring conditions; the 
sustaining forces are thought and effort. And this 
is as it should be, I think. Certainly a treasured 
friendship is worth working for, and as the poets 
have said, the rewards of friendship are priceless. 

Most of us realize instinctively the things we 
must do to keep friendship alive. Yet people 
often utterly ignore or evade their responsibilities 
and still expect friendship to survive. And hearty 
thing that it is, friendship sometimes can endure 
a lot of neglect and still persist. More often than 
not, however, it succumbs. 

Make friends with the person whom you feel 
you can understand and trust. Do your share of 
the thinking and acting necessary to sustain this 
friendship. 

Remember that while your friend, no doubt, 
understands some of your problems he is not to 
be unloaded upon all the time. Do not permit 
your whole association with him to be devoted 
solely to a recital of your troubles; consider him 
and his desires at least part of the time. 

Remember that the social amenities and cour- 
tesies are not suspended by friendship but are to 
be observed and used as mediums of expressing 
friendship. 

Remember your friend on special days with a 
card, gift, or other appropriate remembrance. 
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Answer your friend's letters within a reasonable 
length of time. 

“Go to bat” for your friend and help him in his 
time of need. 

Give consideration to your friend’s wishes and 
wants. Do not insist on your own way all the time. 
Think of ways in which to express your friendship 
so that it may be a greater blessing to him. 

Give your friend and his interests the careful 
thought, the time, the effort, and energy needed 
to make and to keep him a good friend. 

Make friendship itself the end of your friendly 
overtures, and know that in so doing you will 
build more lasting friendships. Know that the 
over-all blessings will be much greater and more 
satisfying. 

One of the most difficult problems in our rela- 
tions with other persons is what to do about 
friends who do not seem to grow along with us. 
Sooner or later, this problem is met by everyone 
who endeavors to improve himself and to de- 
velop his Christian character. 

For instance, as you progress you may discover 
you no longer enjoy engaging in gossip or belit- 
tling talk about others. But a friend with whom 
you have been very close does not understand this, 
and he makes it difficult for you by carrying tales 
to you and expecting you to sympathize with him. 
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No one can be more bitter or more caustic in 
his remarks than a friend of your “old” ways who 
desires to cling to his old ways and who sees that 
you are trying to adopt new and better ways. 
“Wherein they think it strange that ye run not 
with them into the same excess of riot, speaking 
evil of you.” 

Such a friend oftentimes will make fun of you 
behind your back or even to your face. He indi- 
cates that you think you are too good to associate 
with him, that you are a snob, that you have too 
high an opinion of yourself. He ridicules your new 
ideas and strikes at you in every way that he can. 

His attitude is understandable. For one thing, 
his pride has been hurt. Then, too, he knows down 
deep inside himself that he, too, should make an 
effort toward self-improvement. 

At such times, it is best to make no issue of the 
matter. Simply go quietly about your own business 
of living Truth as you understand it, and do noth- 
ing in particular to call attention to your new 
habits. Most of all, do not try to convert your 
friend to your new way of life if he does not seem 
inclined to accept it readily. No one can be so set 
against you as a friend who gets the feeling that 
you are growing away from him because of your 
new way of life. By trying to induce him to fol- | 
low you, you may set up barriers that will make it | 
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even more difficult for him to follow you and even 
more difficult for him to change. He will have a 
personal reason for clinging to his old habits. 

Try to understand him and to help him in as 
many inoffensive and subtle ways as possible. 
Take no offense at his slights, his remarks, his 
shots at you; be good-humored about it. Show 
him that you hold no malice toward him and that 
as far as you are concerned he is perfectly free to 
do as he pleases. 

Go ahead doing whatever you feel you must do; 
at the same time, be kind yet firm about it. Realize 
that if you do not make an issue of the question 
of change but persist in your efforts to improve 
yourself, he will secretly admire you, regardless 
of what he says. In time, he may even receive in- 
spiration and help from his observation of your 
progress. 

“And I, if I be lifted up from the earth, will 
draw all men unto myself.” 

Now is the time to set about to fulfill the 
need of others for your love, understanding, and 
friendship. Now is the time to do the things that 
will promote genuine good will between others 
and you. Never bind others, and never let them 
bind you. 

Be the true friend God put it in your heart 
to be!
